The use of inferior window 
glass interferes with good vision, reduces the benefits 
of windows and distorts the view, giving a x wavy" look 
to the passers-by. If Window Conditioning (or double 
storm windows) is used, such defects are doubled. 

Since windows provide a flood of outside light within, 
the trend has been to increase the expanse of light- 
creating glass. This makes daylight last longer, reduces 
electric light bills, and releases more power to the 
country's national defense program. Our sketches, 
above right, show approximately the same window 
area, but notice the more inviting, modern Picture 
Window which adds so much to comfort and restf ulness. 

Inside the home the use of good glass is equally 
important. Today a blank wall becomes a cheerful 



picture with a good polished plate glass mirror reflect- 
ing an attractive feature of home life. As indicated in 
the sketches at the bottom of this page, it is easy to 
demonstrate the greater livability of the home equip- 
ped with fine built-in or occasional mirrors. 

The addition of quality glass features is a sound 
investment.

HEALTHFUL COMFORT AND ECONOMY WITH 




Window Conditioning — the use of 
double sash or storm windows and doors

30%. Authoritative surveys, based on actual 
fuel consumption, show that these savings are 
possible with Window Conditioning alone, 
while wall and root insulation supplement 
Window Conditioning with still further savings.

living costs. In addition, they would gain the 
added comfort and improved health which 
Window Conditioning and other forms of 
insulation can bring to every American home. 

Window Conditioning is made possible by a 
wide variety of double windows, and it is 
possible to match practically every style of 
window without sacrificing visibility. Types 
range from the ordinary low-cost, single pane, 
hook-on storm sash to more elaborate storm 
windows with removable glass sections for 
easy cleaning from the inside.
